“In the Bast every friend of free coinage 
is called a Populist or Socialist, and the 
movement to reinstate silver is termed ‘the 
silver craze.’ “The recent rise in the price 
of wheat settles the silver question,’ said a 
prominent New York gold man the other 
day, ‘and the craze is dying out.’ As if the 
Western people do not understand the man- 
ipulations of the wheat pit, and the corners 
and combines which control prices. 


The gold worshippers underrate the in- 
telligence of the people and totally mis- 
understand the animus of those who ad- 
vocate silver coinage. They cannot settle 
this question by denouncing ‘the silver 
crage’ and talking about ‘honest money.“ 

“If silver is depreciated, the men who 
demonetized it in 1873 are responsible. Their 
excuse for opposing silver now is that 
there is to much of it. In 1873 there had 
been coined but 8,000,000 silver dollars, and 
silver was at a ptemfum over gold. Why 
wag it demonetized ? Who demanded it? 
The answer cah be found in the proceedings 
of the Monetary Conference at Paris in 1869, 
when Mr. Sherman sent a letter to Mr. 
Ruggles, who represented this country, 
Stating that the United States was anxious 
and ready fer the gold standard. It was 
not true. But the money lenders of Burope 
had determined on che gold standard and 
Mr. Sherman was ready to help them. 

All sorts of misrepresentation, together 
with the power of money and official pat- 
ronage, are being used to place this country 
pe ‘rmanently on the gold standard.

While I believe that I correctly represented 
a majority of my constituents in what I did 
and said, and have no apology nor retraction 
to make, I should hesitate about soliciting 
favorable action by a convention as to my 
course.

SENATOR VEST SPEAKS OUT. 


The Post-Dispatch publishes to-day an 
interview with Senator Vest in which he 
gives a strong, striking and comprehen- 
sive view of the monetary situation in 
general and especially in Missouri. 

In this first utterance since the agita- 
tion of the question of holding a Demo- 
cratic State Convention to express the 
conviction of the party, the junior Mis- 
souri Senator makes conclusive answer to 
the charge that he is skulking on the 


‘money issue. He announces himself un- 


alterably opposed td gold monometalliem 
or to any compromise or straddle, and 
places himself squarely on a free silver 
coinage platform. 

Senator Vest sums up briefly but tell- 
ingly the salient points on both sides of 
the controversy, He shows the ruinous 
effect of gold monometallism and the de- 


grading bondage to England in which it 


keeps this country. He meets the ob- 


jections to silver coinage, showing by 


clear reasoning and historical illustration 
that the disasters predicted in the event 
of its success will not happen, and that 
even if they do thy will not equal the 
@isasters already suffered under a gold 
standard. 

The Senator puts a great truth in a 
striking form when he says that free 
coinage offers an opportunity to the 
United States to become the commercial 
and financial mistress of the world. He 
strongly defines the irrepressible nature 
of the struggle for bimetallism when he 
"says: “It is the old fight—old as our 
race—between the masses and those who 
attempt to use governmental power for 
self-aggrandizement.” 

But of paramount importance té Mis- 
sourl Democrats is Senator Vest's un- 
equivocal declaration in favor of a State 
convention as now, in view of the de- 
mand of the voters, a practical necessity 
to prevent digastrous consequences.

IN RE CARROLL, a 

Col. John H. Carroll, member of the 
Democratic State Central Committee for 
the First District, has an interview in 
this morning’s Republic.

Carroll may have been “summoned home 
by a telegram” before the question of 
calling a convention was voted on by the 
committee, but he was in the Southern 
Hotel at the time the vote was taken, 
and was in constant communication with 
the committee through a messenger boy. 
He dodged the vote himself, but took 
care to give his proxy to Mr. F. W. Leh- 
man, who it had been arranged should. 
not only vote but should also speak 
against calling a convention. 

For the rest, Col. Carroll's intefview is 
not important. It is doubtful if there 
are two persons in Migsouri who care 
a copper for his opinions on the silver 


question or any other question not con- 


nected with lobbying or with the right 
of railroad attorneys to run conventions 
and dictate nominations. The strong 
probability is that he knows nothing 
about the silver question and cares less. 
He is on the State Committee for pur- 
poses which are pretty well understood, 
and which will be understood fully before 
the Post-Dispatch finishes the work 
which it has only just begun. 

What is of most interest in the Car- 
roll interview is his statement that he 
is of the same mind with Chairman 
Maffitt in regard to calling a State con- 
vention. “If a majority of the counties 
in the State, tr rough their county com- 
mittees, will as» for a re-assembling of 
the State Committee to call a conven- 
tion, it will re-assemble and the conven- 
tion will doubtless be called.“ He adds 
that if a majority of the counties in his 
district wish him to vote for a conven- 
tion he will do so. 

This is sufficient. The Post-Dispatch’s 
information is that all the counties in 
Col. Carroll’s district except Clark and 
Lewis have already declared for a con- 
vention. Col. Carroll in his interview 
cites the adverse action of Clay and Clin- 
ton counties. These counties are not in 
his district, but in the Third, and a ma- 
jority of the counties in the Third Dis- 
trict have also declared for a convention. 

It is evident from the interview that 
Col. Carroll has seen the folly of further 
chanipionship of his scheme to delay 
the holding of the convention. He now 
says, If it is called, it should be called 
to meet as soon as convenient * * * 
Whether the middie of August would be 
late enough I really could not-say. It 
should be at a time, however, to suit 
the farmers, as the people in the cities 
and villages can get away at any time.“ 
Of course Col. Carroll knows that Jan- 
vary would not suit the farmers. 

This is one of several indications that 
the committee, having broken away from 
the dictation of its boss, is returning to 
a common-sense view of its duty.

The height of mountains on the moon is 
measured rd the length of the shadows they 
cast upon the plains. 

If you were on the moon, the earth would 
appear to be sixty-four times larger than 
the sun does to residents of this planet. 

The moon is believed to be the only mem- 
ber of the planetary system that is wholly 
devoid of the least trace of an atmosphere. 

It is estimated that thé light of a full 
moon is at least 300,000 times weaker than 
sunlight when the “great orb of day“ is 
standing at meridian. 

Our moon weighs one-eightieth as much 
as the earth. No other satellite in the solar 
system exceeds one one-thousandth of the 
weight of its planet. 

The 182,856 ‘‘craters’’ which have beensdis- 
covered on the moon, and which have long 
been supposed to be extinct volcanic flues, 
are now believed to have been caused by a 
bombardment of aerolites. 

The moon is not so small as some people 
have imagined. A recent astronomical cal- 
culation attributes to its surface an area 
fully as great as that of Africa and Austra- 
lia combined. 

The most powerful telescope now in use 
magnifies 2,000 diameters. As the moon is 
240,000 miles from the earth, it is thus, to 
all intents and purposes, brought to within 
120 miles of our world.

DESTROYING CHINCH BUGS. 


Pettis County Farmers Use a Fungus 
Imported From Kansas. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

SEDALIA, Mo., June 2%.—Pettis County 
farmers are jubilant over what they claim 
is an infallible destroyer of the chinch bug. 


Farmers in this section, it seems, have no 
faith in the infected ve sent out from the 
experiment station at Columbia, Mo. But 
recently Thomas Callis, one of the promi- 
nent farmers of Pettis County, living near 
Hughsvillé, sent to Lawrence, Kan., for a 
few specimens of the fungus propagated by 
Prof. W. C. Stevens, direator of the experi- 
ment station of the Kiinsas State Univer- 
sity. Mr. Callis received through the mail 
a small box containing three particles of 
the fungus no larger than pin heads. These 
were put in a box of moist earth, together 
with about a quart of bugs and a quantity 
of green oats for their food.. On the second 
morning all the bugs were dead, and in the 
mass were numerous particles of the fun- 
gus. This was taken by Mr. Callis to his 
corn field, and minute portions were rubbed 
on the stalks where the bugs were mostly 
found. In three days wherever the infeéc- 
tion had been placed could be found mil- 
lions ,of bugs in heaps, all dead, and amon 
them was fresh fungus which they had 
propagated. Mr. Callis has entirely re- 
claimed his corn field, and could have saved 
his wheat had it not been harvested. 


MAKING GOOD TIMES. 


Wages Increased and Prices Advanced 
by Many Manufacturers. 


NEW YORK, June 2%.—In an article on 


the return of good times, The World says 
the electric trade is overrun with orders, 
and that Eastern Pennsylvania and West- 
ern New Jersey strongly feel the revival. 

The most notable instance of a wage in- 
crease is by Thomas Dolan, the great 
woolen goods manufacturer, who one year 
ago said that the Wilson bill meant ruin. 
His several thousand employes were given 
a 10 per cent increase recently over last 
yeats' wages and mills that have been idle 
for months are now running. Dolan was 
chief advisor of the Republican National 
Committee and is President of the Manu- 
facturing Association of the United States. 

Second in the field with an incre was 
another great Pennsylvania firm, enry 
Disstons Sons Saw-works, where a 10 per 
cent rise in wages was given 2,500 men with- 
out a word of solicitation. The Pencoyed 
Iron-works increased its workingmen from 
10 to 15 per cent. About 3,000 men are di- 
rectly ected by this. 

In the aggregate 100,000 men in and around 
Pittsburg have felt in a practical way the 
effect of the improvement in business, actual 
and prospective. A fact vouched for by the 
most trustworthy of the great iron and 
steel manufacturers of that city and its 
vicinity is that the workers have felt the 
return of good times sooner than have 
their employers, and the betterment of 
wages has been more the cause than the 
effect of general trade revival. They put it 
in this way: Prices were ruinously low 
and there was no hope of immediate ad- 
vances unless some powerful reason there- 
for could be presented. It was determined 
to try the experiment of putting up wages 
and then advancing prices. The trial was 
made and proved more successful than 
anyone had eK: . 

From 10,000 to 12,000 people of Baltimore 
have had their wages raised from 5 to 15 

er cent the last two months, and several 

ousand more have been promised an in- 
crease July 1. Two months ago nearly 5,000 
garment makers, a third or more of the 
number bein women, went on strike 
against the “sweating’’ tem. After a 
struggle of several weeks hey won their 
contest and also secured an increase of 
about 10 per cent in the price of their work. 


CLEVELAND, O., June %.—A special 
from Lorraine, O., to the Evening Post 
says: The Johnson Stee? Co., posted 
notices of a 15 per cent increase in wages to 
the men in the converting mill, dry-house 
and machine shops, in all about two hun- 
dred. The men in the shape mill had their 
wages raised last week. The increase is 
voluntary on thes part of the company. 
There will be an advan in all depart- 
ments by July 1 The mill is rushed with 
orders and is running to Its fullest capacity. 


SOLID BOULDER OF SILVER. 


Story From Arizona of a Remarkable 
Mineral Find. 


HACKBERRY, A. T., June %.—From 


Peach Springs comes the story of the find- 
ing of a nugget, or boulder rather, of pure 
silver, such as there has been no record of 
in the history of mining in the West. The 
boulder weighed about. half a ton, and its 
value is anywhere from $8,000 to $10,000. It 
was found by William Tucker and John 
Poy te, both old prospectors, and they have
